As I have argued before, I do not think the Texas law was prudent. My point here is not a 
moral one. but a legal argument. There is no way to distinguish between these two. at least 
not in our Constitution. Certainly legislatures can distinguish befoveen these (as I would for 
reasons of enforceability and effectiveness), but the idea that homosexual behavior is 
different than bestiality as a Constitutional matter is unjustifiable. There is no right in our 
Constitution to have sex with whoever or whatever you want in the privacy of your home (or 
!). That may or may not be good policy, but that is a different question. 
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
